STEAM HEAT BY METER SYSTEM 


T h e c h arg e for steam heat i.s m ade 
according to th e num ber of pounds of 
w ater condensed from th e steam . 
A 
cooling coil and a m eter a r e provided 
at each ¡dace w here h e a t is supplied. 
T he cooling coil condenses the w ater 
a fte r It has passed thro u g h the heat­ 
ing appliances in the houses, and the 
m ete r w eighs each pound of w ater 
autom atically, and then d u m p s it into 
a sewer. 
T h is m eter is a n ingenious 
instrum ent, finely adjusted, and it is 
thought th a t diam onds will have to 
be used for th e pivots in o rd e r to se- 
cure th e delicacy n ecessary , and at 
the sam e tim e provide a point that 
will not corrode with th e action of 
th e hot w ater. 
In the p re s e n t m eters 
this is nut done, but the iH>ints soon 
corrode and wear. 
Mr. K leinfelter 
stated 
th at they 
wished to h av e the fran ch ise granted 
as soon as co n sisten t with good judg­ 
m ent, so ¡hat th ere may be a com ­ 
pany organized by the capitalists who 
are in terested in the project. 
It is 
not probable th a t there will b e .a n y 
of the sto ck offered for sal© in this 
city.
